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(b)  Quality.  The  bactcriolorucal  ;and  ciioraical  quality  of 
all  the  principal  supplica  rGmainod  satisf  ictory  durinp  the  year. 
ThOBO  aro  chlorinated.  The  only  supplies  which  remained 
consistently  unsatisfactory  were  the  Motcombe  supply  from 
Colofield  springs  and  the  Bourton  suppler.  The  latter  sux^ply  is 
still  used  in  an  unchlorinated  condition.

Hew  works  carried  out  during  the  year.  A  9"'  miin  was  laid 
from  the'  Borehole  site  at  stubhampton  up  'to  the  site  of  the 
proposed  new  reservoir  at  Hill  parm,  Iwerne  Minst>^r.  This  main 
v/ill  be  the  rising  main  when  pumps  arc  installed  at  the  boreholes, 
but  until  such  time  as  it  is  used  for  this  purpose,  it  has  been 
connected  to  the  existinr,  uiains  at  Hill  Farm  so  th.it  thr^^^ 
supplios  for  agricultural  purposes  could  be  made  available  in 
the  Blandford  Rural  District. 


A  further  leJAgth  of  9"  and  4''  iinin  was  laid  froni  Hill  Farm, 
Iwerne  Minster  down  to  and  Gonn^,cted  up  to  the  mains  that 
existed  at  Tower  Jiill,  Iwerne  Minster.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
connection  vrill  overcome  shortage  difficulties  experienced 
from  time  to  time  at  iwerne  Rill  and  will,  vvhen  the  boreholes 
at  stubhampton  are  developed  and  the  reservoir  at  Hill  Farm 
constructed,  serve  as  a  main  to  supply  Iwerne  Minster  and  Shroton 
(pirt  of  the  Blandford  Rural  District)  from  the  Stubhampton  source 
instead  of  from  Boyne  Hollow. 

Nev/  mains  were  kiid  from  Commonmead  Laiio,  Gillin^him,  through 
Eccliffe  and  Bugley  to  Bowden  Reservoir  and  a  30,000  gallon 
pumping  sump  constructed  together  with  ■  small  pumping  station 
and  electricity  operated  automatic  puiiiping  machinery  it  Goniiionmcad 
Lane.  By  these  new  v/orks  it  is  possible  to  pump  water  from  the 
Gillingham  source  to  Bowden  Reservoir  and  from  the  latter  to 
gravitate  it  to  the  southern  p  rt  of  the  district,  namely,  the 
area  that  is  normally  supplied  from  Boyne  Hollow.  The  reverse 
can  also  appljr  in  that  the  water  could  bo  passed  back  into 
Gillingham  from  Bowden  Reservoir  to  provide  a  supply  should  the 
necessity  arise. 

These  newly  laid  mains  have  also  provided  supplies  for 
agricultural  and  domestic  requirements  in  the  two  small  local¬ 
ities  i.e.  Eccliffe  and  Bugley,  the  only  remaining  areas  of 
Gillingham  that  wero  not  connected  to  the  Oouncil’s  mains. 

Four  inch  mains  were  laid  from  a  point  near  the  Bowden 
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Ron^jpvoir  tliroU{:,h  tlio  villa/;jG  of  Kinc'ton  Manila  and.  Buckhorn 
'ccton  to  roplaco,  in  the  caao  of  Kinr-ton  Ma;  na,  the  nmall  x^ipen 
that  had  boon  in  ubc  for  man^^-  yoarc  to  provide  additional 
re  quire  I'liontG  in  Kington  Mayn-a  and  Buckhorn  '  enton.  Now  t.ie 
mains  connoctiiiR  C-illin^^ham  and  Bowdcrij  Bowden  .and  Kington 
Hagna  and  Buckhorn  'eston  have  boun  completed,  practically  no 
water  is  pumped  through  tho  'yke  Booster  at  Gillingham  resulting 
in  a  considerable  saving  of  electricity. 


It  ca.n  novr  be  stated  that  Kington  Magna  and  Bucldaorn  'eston 
have  satisfactory  and  adequate  water  supplies.

view  to  thv  imaediate  provision  of  sewers  and  works  to  deal 
with  the  sewage  from  the  Great  Houso  parm  housing  site  and 
adjacent  areas  of  Gillingham. 


Post-w-’. r  Seaverage  schemes.  Tke  preliminary  surveys  wqvg 
completed  during  the  year  in  the  parishes  of  Kingston  Mag.na, 
Buckhorn  ''^eston  and  Bourton,  preparatory  to  the  submission  of 
schemes  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for 
adequote  sewerage  for  those  parishes. 

public  Nuisances.  Serious  complaints  were  received  during 
the  3^ear  wHtTT  regiarcT  to  smell  and  other  nuisances  from  a  pigger3'' 
at  Iwerne  Minster.  As  a  result  of  the  action  tako-n  hy  the 
Council,  the  nuisance  was  consider 'ibls^  reduced  and  it  is  hoped 
that  during;  the  coming;  summer  months  no  further  action  v/ill  be 
called  for  in  this  connection.

Daring  the  hot  surnraer  months  the  old  and  antiquated  type 
of  latrines  a.t  the  Fontraell  Magna  Primary?’  School -v'-ere  found 
on  inspection  to  be  in  a  grosslj'-  insanitary  condition  and  tl'ie 
Council  took  informal  action  to  get  an  improvement  in  the 
conditions  there.  It  is  essential  that  radical  improvements 
are  carried  out  with  regard  to  the  t^rpo  of  I'ltrines  in  use  at 
this  school  before  another  sumaer  comes,  if  serious  risk  of 
dysentery  or  other  fly-borne  diseases  is  to  be  avoided.

ALLOGATIQIT  OF  COUNCIL  HOUSES . 

The  allocation  of  Council  houses  whore  denrand  is 
materially  in  excess  of  supply  is  an  unenviable  task  and 
rarely  can  all  applicants  fool  satisfied  with  the  method 
adopted. 

The  task  is  even  more  difficult  in  a  rur '-1  area  where 
the  individual  needs  in  a  parish  have  to  bo  balanced  against 
the  needs  in  the  district  as  a  whole. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  method  of  allocation  adopted 
b3^  the  Council  secures  that  the  available  accommodation  is 
allocated  to  tho^ applicants  in  the  greatest  housing  need. 

Housing  Acts  1949  &  195  2  -  Improvement 

Pour  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  und^r  the ^ Acts 
Wore  received  during  the  year  and  are  still  under  considera¬ 
tion. 


The  conditions  governing  tin;  .aakin,  of  Improvement 
C-rants  under  the  Housing  Act  1949  have  been  modified  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  in  consequence  a  greater  number  of 
applications  will  be  received.  The  financiil  limits  ha.ve 
been  raised  so  that  a.  maximum  grant  of  C400  laay  be  made  in 
approved  cases.  Agricultural  service  cotta, '.es  iimy  now  be 
included  and  this,  together  with  the  considerable  easing  of 
the  buildin-';  licensing  situation,  offers  -i  good  opportunity 
for  improving  housing  conditions  in  rural  areas  at  much  less 
expense  to  ,thv^  local  authority  than  the  building  of  now  houses. 
It  is  felt  that  by  this  means  many  of  tlie  sub”standard 
cott'^.ges  in  the  district  could  be  restored  to  a  useful  life.

PROTECTIVE  INItC;UI,ATION . 


The  value  of  protective  innoculation  against  Diphtheria 
has  proved  itself  to  such  an  extent  that,  except  in  the  largest 
centres  of  population,  Diphtheria  is  now  virtually  unknown. 

This  satisfactory  position  can  01113^  be  maintained  providing  at 
least  Tb  ",  of  the  babies  born  are  iuiiiunised  against  Diphtheria, 

The  response  to  imnunisa tion  in  the  district  does  not  reach 
this  standard.  A  generation  of  parents  to  vdiom  Diphtheria  is 
only  a  name  cannot  be  expected  to  respond  to  appeals  to  have 
their  children  imuiunised  as  parents  did  ten  37-uars  ago. 

Increasing  demands  come  from  parents,  full3r  aware  of  the 
distress  and  suffering  occasioned  by  an  attack  of  hhooping  Gough, 
for  tiieir  offspring  to  have  protective  innoculation  against 
this  disease. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  results  so  far  achieved  in 
connection  with  the  protection  of  children  against  the  worst 
effects  of  /hooping  Gough  b3^  prophylactic  innoculation  justifies 
immunisation  against  this  disease  being  adopted  to  the  same 
extent  as  that  against  Diphtheria. 

If  iirniiunisation  against  '/hooping  Gough  was  combined  with 
immunisation  against  Diphtiicria  (which  has  been  shorn  to  be 
possible)  then  it  is  suggested  that  not  only  will  the  benefits  be 
obtained  in  respect  to  v/hooping  Gough,  but  also  that  the  level 
of  immunisations  against  Diphtheria  would  be  maintained  at  a 
higher  level  tlian  can  otherwise  rcasonabl3^  be  expected.
